Aspects  of  the  Polish  Rcvo- 
liilioii. 

The  Paris  correspondent  of  the  Loi> 
dor.  Times  has  heard  corroborations  of 
the  icp.irt  th.it,  while  every  effort  will  be 
made  to  induce  England  and  Austria  to 
act  in  concert  with  France  on  the  Polish 
question,  the  ^Emperor  Napoleon  will 
si  ill  pursue  his  object  alone  if  obligai 
to  do  so.  Th  '  Poles  8oom  to  feel  as  san- 
guine iu  their  expect-ition  of  aid  from 
him  as  the  Piedmontese  did  before  the 
Emperor  entered  upon  the  Italian  war. 
This  confidence  was  founded  on  some- 
thing more  solid  than  a  vague  hope.  The 
question  has  been  put  from  Paris  to  th-? 
secret  committee  which  conducts  Polish 
affairs,  whether  the  insurgents  were  in  a 
position  to  maintain  themselves  for  two 
months  or  more,  and  the  reply  has  been 
in  the  affir'native. 

It  is  reported  that  a  mat\ifcsto  will  be 
issued  by  that  mysterious  body  which 
still  eludes  the  grasp  of  the  Russioii  po- 
lice, and  organizes  it'*  bands  from  War- 
saw, announcing  that  a  b  au  to  a  very 
large  amount,  secured  on  the  property 
of  the  wealthier  Pi)les,  is  about  to  be 
laised  for.  'he  pur;  ose  of  carrying  on  the 
war.

Hours  of  Study. 

A  very  remarkable  pamphlet  has  re- 
cently made  its  appearance  in  England, 
containing  statements  of  fact  that  ought 
to  command  the  attention  of  the  civilized 
world.  The  pamphlet  is  written  by  E. 
Chadwick,  Esq.,  C.  B.,  and  published 
pursuant  to  an  address  of  the  House  of 
Lords.  The  subje(t  of  this  pamphlet  is 
Educati<m,  and  is  devoted  to  the  discus- 
sion of  three  matters— the  organization 
of  schools,  the  hours  of  study,  and  physi- 
cal training.  Our  atfcntitm  has  been  ar- 
rested by  Mr.  Chadwick's  statement  of 
facts  in  connection  with  the  seco-.d  of 
these  three  subjects — the  hours  of  study. 
Struck  by  the  frightful  disproportion  be- 
tween the  powers  of  childish  attention 
and  the  length  of  school  hours,  he  has 
directed  questions  to  many  distinguished 
teachers.  Mr.  Donaldson,  head  master 
of  Trinity  College  of  Glasgow,  states 
that  the  limits  of  voluntary  and  intelli- 
gent attention  are,  with  children  from  5 
to  7  years  of  age,  about  15  minutes; 
form  7  to  10  years  of  age,  about  20  min- 
utes; from  10  to  12  years  of  age,  about 
55  minutes;  from  12* to  10  or  18  years 
of  age,  about  80  minutes  ;  and  continues, 
"  I  have  repeatedly  obtained  a  bright, 
voluntary  attention  from  each  of  these 
clas.ses,  f<)i  5,  or  10,  or  13  minutes  more, 
but  I  observed  it  was  at  the  expense  of 
the  succeeding  lesson.'' 

The  Rev.  J.  A.  Morrison,  Rector  of 
the  same  College,  speaking  on  the  same 
subject,  says  :  "I  will  undertake  to  teath 
one  hundred  children,  in  three  hours  a 
day  as  much  as  they  can  by  possiblity 
receive;  and  I  hold  it  to  be  an  axiom  in 
education,  that  no  lesson  has  been  given 
until  it  has  been  received  ;  as  soon  there- 
fore as  the  receiving  power  of  the  chil- 
dren is  exhausted,  anything  given  is  use- 
less, nay,  injurious,  inasmuch  as  yon 
thereby  weaken,  instead  of  strengthening 
the  receiving  power.  This  ought  to  be  a 
first  principle  in  education.  I  think  it  is 
seldom  acted  on."

Many  had  their  arms  raised 
as  if  endeavoring  to  ward  off*  a  blow,  or 
a-j  if  desiring  to  ofl^er  a  last  prayer.  AU 
their  laces  were  pale,  and  the  fierce  blow- 
ing wind  seemed  to  animate  their  dead 
bodies  ;  one  would  have  said  that  these 
long  lines  of  the  dead  were  about  to  rise 
to  recommence  the  struggle. 

M.  Boudin  writes  the  same  thing  of 
the  appearance  of  many  of  the  Russians,

"Some  seemed  still  writhing  in  Uie 
agonies  of  despair  and  death,  but  the 
most  wore  a  look  of  cairn  and  pious  res- 
ignation.

One  was  par- 
ticularly observed,  his  knee  bent,  his 
hands  joined,  his  head  thrown  back, 
murmorlng  his  supreme  pr.iyer. 

At  Mogenta,  again,  many  dead  bodies^ 
as  we  arc  informed  by  surgeon  Major 
Armand,  of  the  army  of  Italy,  maintait?- 
cd  the  attitude  they  had  when  struck, 
passing  instantaneously  from  life  to 
death,  without  agony  or  convulsion.  A 
Zouave,  struck  point  blank  in  the  chest, 
still  held  his  bayonet  in  the  position  of 
the  charge,  with  the  menacing  aspect  of 
a  dead  lion.  His  Majesty,  the  Empe- 
ror, is  said  to  have  remarked  a  similar 
case  at  Palestro.  Near  to  the  Zouaves 
was  an  Austrian,  dead  from  hemorrhage. 
His  face  and  eyes  were  turned  to  heaven, 
his  hands  joined,  his  fingers  interlaced, 
evidently  in  the  attitude  of  prayer."

Trapping  A  Tifer. 

A  most  ingenious   mode  of  tiger  kill, 
ing    is  that  which  is    employed    by  the 
natives  of  Oude.

By  so  doing  he 
adds  fresh  bird'^lime   to  his  head,  body 
and  limbs,  agglutinates    his  s'eek  fur  to- 
gether  in   unsightly  tufts,  and    finishes 
bv  hoodwinking   himself  so   thoroughly 
with   leaves  and   bird-lime,  that  he   lies 
floundering    on  the   ground,  tearing    up 
the  earth  with  his  claws,  uttering    howls 
of  dismay   and   rage,  and  exhausted   by 
the  impotent   struggles  iu  which  he  has 
so  long  been  cr.gaged.     The.se  criesftrea 
signal  to  the   authors  of  his  misery,  who 
run  to  the  spot  armed    with  guns,  bow* 
and  spears,  and  find  no  difliculty  in  di»- 
patching  their  blind  and    wearied   foe. —

Great  Loss  of  SnKKP, — We  are  in 
formed  that  Mr.  Daniel  Robbing  of  this 
place  has  lost  four  hundred  sheep  out  of 
a  flock  of  six  hundred  since  last  fall.  The 
disease  which  attacked  these  sheep  and 
produced  this  great  mortality,  is  suppos- 
ed   to  have  been   caused  in  the  fall   bv 
turning  them   into  damp  meadow  lana, 
where  they  filled  themselves  with  frozen 
grass.     It  can  be  accounted  for  in   no 
other  way,  as  there  are  several  thousand 
sheep  kept  in  this  neighborhood   by  dif- 
ferent individuals,  and  they  have  done 
exceedingly  well,  the  loss  on  an  averag* 
not  being  more  than  one  to  the  hundf^.. 
From  this  we  must  iaCer  that  sheep  r^ 
quire  dry    land   for  pastorago.

Shortlv  afterward  the  General  enter- 
ed the  PM-m.  Ilo  said:  "Captain,  I 
have  been  trying  to  dry  your  great  coat, 
but  I'm  afraid  I  have  not  succeeded  very

Th.- 
other  reb.d  states  mu>t  be  in  a  like  con- 
dition ;  and  if  so.  it  is  very  plain  that  it 
is  no  longer  possible  to  keep  up  their 
present  strength. 

The  I'lyal  States  could  call  intr>  the 
field  a  million  more  white  men  without 
exhausting  their  population,  and  could 
add  to  this  host  another  midion  of  loyal 
blacks.  We  can,  if  we  choose,  double 
our  effective  force  in  a  month,  while  no 
possible  effort  of  the  rebels  can  enable 
them  to  maintain  their  present  numbers.

A    Washington  correspondent  says: 
The  urgency  with  which    the  draft  will 
be  enforced  will  be  regulated  by  the  snc- 
cess  attending  tbe  organization  of  black 
regiments.     Th^    completion  of  a  hun- 
dred regiments  of  colored  soldiers  to  do 
duty  in  tbe  South  and  to  act  as  garrison 
troops  at  various   points  now  filled    by 
old  and  disciplined    troops,  will   in  all 
probability    obnate  the  necessity    of  a 
draft  at  all.     The  question  as  to  whether 
that  number  can    be  obtained,    is  not 
solved.     The  Government  is  now  wait- 
in'T  upon  the  report  of  Adjutant  Thomas, 
who  is   making  the   experiment  in  the 
South-west.     If  he  reports  favorably  to 
tbe  prospect  of  procuring  tbe  requisite 
number,    a    determined   effort  will   be 
made  at  once  to  do  so.     The  Presidetit, 
who  has  been  backed  to  some  extent  in 
this  matter,  through  deference  to  the  sup 
posed  prejudice  existing  against  the  en- 
listment of  tbe  blacks,  has  yielded  what- 
ever objections  be  may  have  had,  as  the 
good  sense  of  tbe  army  and  the  people 
have  spoken  out  in  approval  of  this  mea- 
sure, and  no*-  offers  a  hearty  co-opera- 
tion  in  its  execution.

A     ^Va9hington  ct)rrespondent  says: 
The  urgency  with  which    the  draft  will 
bo  enforced  will  be  regulated  by  the  suc- 
cess attending  the  organization  of  black 
regiments.     The    completion  of  a  hun- 
dred regiments  of  colored  soldiers  to  do 
duty  in  the  South  and  to  act  as  garrison 
troops  at  various    points  now  filled    by 
old  and  disciplined    troops,  will   in  all 
probability   obviate  ther  necessity    of  a 
draft;  at  all.     The  question  as  to  whether 
that  number  can   be  obtained,    is  not 
solved.     The  Goveniment  is  now  wait- 
ing upon  the  report  of  Adjutant  Thomas, 
who  is    making  the   experiment   in  the 
Sonth-west     If  he  reports  favorably  to 
the  prospect  of  procuring  the  requisite 
number,    a    determined   effort   will   be 
made  at  once  to  do  so.     The  President, 
who  has  been  backed  to  some  extent  itt 
this  matter,  through  deference  to  the  sup 
posed  prejudice  existing  against  the  en- 
listment of  the  blacks,  has  yielded  what- 
ever objections  he  may  have  had,  as  the 
good  sense  of  the  army  and  the   people 
have  spoken  out  in  approval  of  this  mea- 
sure, and  no*-  offers  a  hearty  co-opera- 
tion in  its  execution.

Johnston  with  his  p(»sitiou  and  held  up- 
on Vicksburg.     The    latter  is    reported 
to  be  approaching  the  Black  River  Cross- 
ing, and  our    forces  are    being  strongly 
placed  there.     The  bridge  destroyed  at 
that  place  was  over  one    mile  long    and 
eighty  feet  high.      A  prominent  railroad 
man,  now  of  Chicago,  associated  with  its 
original     construction,     says    that    this 
bridge  cannot  be  re-built  in  less  than  six 
months  under  the  most  favorable  circuni 
stances.     At   pre.-*ent    the    Black    River 
forms  a  strong  rear    line  of  defence    for 

Gen  Grant. 

The  bombardment  of  the  city  stil!  con- 
tinues, and  the  people  arc  driven  to  re- 
sort to  cellars  and  excavations  in  the 
earth,  to  avoid  our  shi  lis.  The  supply 
of  food  is  scanty,  as  is  shown  by  every 
class  of  testimony,  that  of  the  rebel  pa 
pers  included.  Pemberton  recently  at- 
tempted to  relieve  his  strait  by  sending' 
out  the  families  of  citizens  and  their  ne- 
groes. Gen.  Grant  kept  the  latter  and 
ordered  the  return  of  the  former,  to 
share  the  fate  of  the  city,  which  must 
soon  fall  into  our  bonds. 

New  York,  Juno  6. 
The  Herald's  New  Orleans  correspon 
dent  of  the  28th  gives  some    particulars 
of  the  attiick  on  Port  Hudson. 

The  attack  commenced  on  the  '27th  by 
land  and  water.  The  fight  was  despe- 
rate all  day,  and  continued  on  the  28th. 
Gen.  Weitzel,  after  long  and  close 
fighting,  finally  captured  the  heavy  six 
gun  battery  which  sunk  the  U.  S.  steam- 
er Mississippi,  and  turned  them  on  the 
rebels. 

On  the  enemy's  right.  Gen.  Sherman 
charged  and  carried  th»'  works  by  storm, 
but  the  enemy  massed  his  troops  and 
our  men  had  to  fall  b.ack.  In  this  charge 
the  2d  Louisiana  negro  regiment  fought 
like  demons,  and  lost  some  6OO  out  «)f 
900  men-  Gen.  Sherman  was  severely 
wounded  in  the  leg;  Co\.  Clark  and  Col. 
Cowles  were  killed;  Col.  Smith  badly 
wounded.  .  The  6th  Michigan  lost  half 
its  men. 

On  the  centre  the  attack  was  made  by 
Gens.  Aiigur  and  Grover,  and  the  enemy 
was  driven  into  their  main  works. 

Washisotos,  June  2. 
The  President  h.as  formally  commnni 
cated  to  Senator  Sumner  his  conclusions 
respecting  General  Fremont  and  colored 
troops,  to  wit:  That  he  can  command 
them  if  he  vvill.  No  doubt  is  felt  of  his 
acceptance. 

The  board  to  examine  applicants  for 
appointments  to  commands  in  negro  leg 
i  iment.s,  now  in  session  here,  have  passed 
as  competent  and  recmmeiided  for  ap- 
pointment Corporal  Wm.  Brown,  21sl 
Ohio — the  engineer  who  piloted  General 
Mitchell's  secret  expedition  into  Georgia 
Bay,  and  who  with  most  of  his  comrades, 
was  captured  and  barbarously  treated 
by  the  rebel  authorities.  He  will  prob- 
ably be  commissioned  colonel  of  a  negro 
"•egiment. 

The  charter  of  the  first  National  Bank 
of  Cincinnati  has  been  accepted  by  the 
Controller  of  Currency  with  a  capital  of 
one  million  dollars,  with  power  to  in- 
crease it  to  three  millions.  This  bank 
will  be  located  in  the  upper  portion  of 
Cincinnati.  The  charter  extends  twenty 
years.

Keper  was  poor,  but 
declared  that  he  would  rather  be  the  au- 
thor of  the  works  he  had  written  than  to 
pt,ssess  the  duchy  of  Saxony.     The  de- 
claration was  wise  and  noble. 

Superior  intelligence  is  the  result  ot 
hard  study  and  heroic  self  denial  ;  and 
stabilitv  of  purpose  requires  exertion.— 
"  Excellence,"  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds  used 

to  say  of  painting,  "is  "«,X,^,7?.¥h„'se 
a  man  but  a»  a  reward  of  labor.  1  hose 
who  would  excel,"  he  declared,  "must 
CO  to  their  work,  willing  or  unwilling, 
and  will  find  it  no  play  ;  but,  oa  the  con- 
trary, very  hard  labor."  True  greatness 
is  born  of  the  agony  of  thought,  afler 
year*  of  privation,  toil  au^  wnrest,  and 
confronts  the  world  at  last,  eloquent  and 
commanding,  and  exerts  an  infTuence  that 
the  wealthy  and  f.tled  may  covet  in 
vain.

The   nam«   of  the   French  nattrralist, 
Curvicr,  is  eminently  worthy    of  honor. 
He  possessed  a  noble  intellect,  and  devo 
ted  the  whole   of  hv»  time  from  child- 
hood to  mental  improvement.     To  h,m 
the  earth  was  a  revelation  of  the  infinite 
wisdom  of  the  Creator  ;  he  perused,  and 
tiave  the  wonderful  resulta  to  the  world. 
He  wfts  the  son-  of  a  regimental   officer 
in  the   French   service.     He  was    a  del- 
icate  child,  b*rt  possessed  remarkable  in- 
tellectual vigor,  and  coald  read  fluently 
when  only  four  years  oW.     His  mother 
stimulated  his  passion  for  reading,  and 
judiciously  selected  his    books;  and    he 
acriuired  m  ehihJhood   ar.  accurate  and 
extensive  historical  knowledge.    Madam 
Curvier  was  pious,  and  he  was  accustom- 
ed to   pray   and  to   repeat   passages    ot 
Scripture  daily  at  her  side,  and  to  con- 
verse with  her   on  religious   subjects.-- 
Sbew«s  »  lover  oC  nature,   »ndi»sed  to 
accompany  him  to  and  from  school,  and 
to  point  out  the   interesting  natural  ob- 
jectTthey    met,  and    to  excite  m   hirn  a 
taste  for  the  study  of  the  works  of  God 
He  spent   his  leisure   in    gaming   useful 
knowledge,  seldom    indulging  m  recrea- 
Uon.  ex^,;t  for  his  health,  at  the  com- 
mand of  his  mother.     He   was  a  great 
reader,   and  was  «ble,  at   R  very   early 
aee  to  apprwiate  learned  and  substan- 
Swork?     The  writings  of  BufTon  and 
GeLner  strengthened  bis  taste  for  natu- 
rafhistory,  and,  at  the  age  of  ^'^^^''^.^f 
had  read  so  many  works  on  the  subj^t 
and   acquainted   himself  so  thoroughly 
Vith  thi  species  and  habits  of  the  animal 
kingdom,  that  he  would  have  compared 
favorably  T-'h  many    professor 


The  life  of  Curvier   was  highly  suc- 
cessful, and  he  laid  the  foundation  of  his 
success  by  sacrificing  the  frivolities   of 
youth,  and  devoting  the  tinje  to  the  cul- 
tivation  of  his   mind.     He   Was  iiiade 
chancellor   of  State  by   Napoleon,  and 
created   baron   by    Louis   XVIII.     His 
scientific  works  are  pf  permanent  T«hi«, 
andhis  amiable,  affectionate  dispoMtioo 
was  in  keeping  with  his  genius.       .  ^. 
George  Stephenson  was  emphatically 
one  of  nature's  noblemen.     He  vras  born' 
in  a  colliery  village,  near  Newcartl»-oi^ 
Tyne.     His  father  was'  very  poor,  aod, 
fired  a  pumping  engine  in  the  cplHery.'— 
He  was  the  »econd  of  six  children,  none 
of  whom  were  sent  to  school.     He  help- 
ed maintain  himself  in  his  childhood  by 
herding  cows,  dosing  the  gates  afler  the 
coal  wagons  and  passed  at  night,  dririM 
the  gin-horsfe,  and  like  occupations.     He 
was  a  sober,  steady,   hard-working  l»d,^ 
and  was  emplyoed  on   the  engine  with 
his  father,  as  an   assistant  firenian,   and 
subsequently  as  a  plug  man.     The  ma- 
chinery    excited   his  curiosity;    he  ac- 
quainted himself  with  its  construction;- 
his  mechanical   genius  became  restlew, 
aiKl  he  aspired  to   be  an  engineer.      He 
desired   to   know  about  thb  engines  of 
Watt  and  Bolton  ;  he  saw  the  necessity 
of  book  knowledg,  and,  at  the  age  of  15 
began  to  learn  to  read.     He  at  first  at- 
tended a   night  school   kept   by  a   poor 
village  teacher,  and  subsequently   took 
lessons  of  a  Scotch  dominie  of  math©-, 
matical  reputation.     He  used  to  work  at 
his  problems  during  bis  spare   moment* 
at  the  engine,  and  ere  !oog,  exfceVfetf  Ms 
master  in    the  use   of  figtm»,     ''f,^'*. 
next  employed   as  a  brakesnr»in,  «M  nr 
ceived  liberal    wages.     He  occupied  bi» 
leisure  in  studying  mathematics,  making 
inventions,  and    modeling  experimental 
engines.  Steadily  rising,  he  wasappomt- 
ed    to    superintend  the  working  of  one 
of  Watt  and  Bolton's  engines,  near  Mblrt- 
rose.  Scotland.     During  his  absence,  h»- 
aged  father  lost  his  eyesight  by  an  acci- 
dent, and,   on    his  return    to   England^ 
George  paid  W»  father's  debts,  «M  Jt^- 
vided  for  his  parents  »  cooifortabte  hdme 
and  supported  them  out  of  Me  earnings. 
He  made  many   improvements  in  en- 
gineering apparatus,  and  was   appointed 
cngine-wrigh   of  Killingworth  colliery, 
and  the  construction  of'  a  locorootwe  •• 
superior  power  began  to  be   his   stndf 
and   day-dream.      He  felt   tbat  the  en- 
gines of  the  day  were  practicaWy  feiluresj^ 
he  declared  his  ability  to  produce  ortc  of. 
superior  advantages,  and  was  author ited 
by  Lord  Ravensworlh   to  carry  out  hia 
plan.        He   constructed' a    locomotive 
which  was   a  great   improvement,  atid" 
havin<»  invented  the  steam  blast,  he  con- 
structed   another  which    was  VP^^ct 
success.       Thereafter   George  Stepten^ 
son  was  a  man  of  note.     He  was  em- 
ployed as  a  constructor  of  railways  and 
as  an  engineer   at  large  salaries;  he  es- 
tablished a  k)com<jtivc  roanofactory ;  b* 
sui>erintended   the   construction  of  some 
of  the  most  important   railway  connec- 
tions in    England ;  he  was    the  hero  of 
railroad  jubilees,     at  which   the  great 
statesmen  of  the  time    were  present  ;•  h* 
was  sent  for  by    Leopold,   King  of  tlie 
Belgians,  who  conferred  witb  him  m  re- 
gard to  the  formation  of  railway  «"«»«; 
his  kingdom;  he   was   made  »  Belgian 
knight,  and  received  the  offer  of  kniglit- 
hood  from  Sir  Robert  PeeL    The  rail- 
ways of  the  present   timewouW  P***^, 
bly  girdle  the   earth  several   times,  aaff 
George  Stephenson's   works  are  hifc  no- 
blest  monument,  and  will  carry  his  name 
into  all  lands. 

Mr.  Stephenson  in  his  latter  yean  wae 
assisted  by  his  son  Robert,  »  rnechantc- 
al  genius  and  an  accomplished  young 
man.  The  manner  in  wnich  he  seciired 
for  him  an  education  he  thus  describee 
in  a  speech  at  Newcastle :  "Jn  tbe  ew-^ 
Her  period  of  my  career,  when  KblWrt 
was  a  little  boy,  I  saw  how  deficient  1 
was  ra  education,  and  I  made  up  my 
mind  that  he  should  not  labor  under  th* 
same  defect,  but  that  I  would  put  him  to 
school,  and  give  him  a  liberal  training. 

I  was,  however,  a  P^or  ""»Vv  .  i!*^ 
do  yo«  think  I  managed  ?  1  betook  to 
mending  my  neighbors'  clocks  and  watch- 
es at  night,  after  my  daily  labor  wm 
done,  and  thus  1  procured  the  means  ot 
educating  my  son."

The  noblest  prerogative  of  civilization 
is  law.  Obedience  to  law  is  the  con- 
dition upon  which  life,  liberty,  property 
and  the  pursuit  of  happiness  depends, 
and  by  which  they  are  assured.  In  coun- 
tries where  old  experience  has  ripened 
law  into  measurable  perfecli'  n,  where 
hard  necessity  and  the  exigencies  of  per- 
il and  trial  have  taught  what  ought  to  be 
blazoned  on  Htalule  books;  where  fur- 
eigii  wars,  home  rebellions,  outside  at 
tacks  and  inside  treason  have  helped  not 
only  to  teach,  but  originate  and  perfect 
ihu  neeee>sary  ordinances  and  statutes  to 
meet  every  occasion  of  need,  no  trouble 
can  properly  arise.  But  in  countries 
where,  no  such  experience  has  obtained, 
and  where  no  such  laws  exisi — when  the 
exigency  comes,  and  the  life  of  tbe  na- 
tion is  at  stake,  grave  and  serious  ques- 
tions suggest  themselves  as  to  the  duty 
of  the  iiuliun,  and  especially  of  those  up- 
uu  whom  the  people  have  devolved  the 
duly,  not  only  uf  executing  the  laws,  but 
of  defending  tho  life  and  bouor  of  the  na- 
tion. Glancing  at  our  past  history,  sig- 
nal instances  present  themselves  as  guid- 
ing precedents,  lo  be  avoided  or  followed 
us  the  good  sense  of  the  people,  or  of 
those  iu  authority,  may  dictate.  Look- 
ing at  the  stale  of  our  country  iii  the 
lime  of  our  great  rtvulution,  and  care- 
fully inquiring  to  what  extent  law  aided 
in  Ibat  grand  and  holy  uprising,  we  are 
not  embarrassed  to  find  h  full  i.nd  satis 
fkct«ry  answer.

After  reviewing  the  suspension  of  the 
habeas  corpus  by  <i£n.  Jackson,  the  Pres- 
ident says  :  ,    - 

"  And  yet,  let  me  say  that  in  my  own 
discretion,  I  do  not  know  whether  I 
would  have  ordered  the  arrest  of  Val- 
landigham. While  I  cannot  shift  the  re- 
sponsibility from  myself,  1  hold  that,  as 
a  general  rule,  the  commander  in  the 
field  is  the  better  judge  of  the  necessity 
in  any  particular  case.  Of  course  I  must 
practice  a  general  directory  .tnd  revi»<jry 
power  in  the  matter. 

One  of  the  resolutions  expres.ses  the 
opinion  of  the  meeting  that  arbitrary 
arrests  will  have  the  effect  to  di- 
vide and  distract  those  who  should  be 
unite«l  in  suppressing  the  rebellion,  and 
I  am  especially  called  on  to  dischaige 
Mr.  Vallandigham.  I  regard  this  act  as 
at  least  a  fair  apyeal  "k<»  me  on  the  expe- 
diency of  exercising  a  constitutional  pow- 
er which  1  think  exists. 

In  response  to  such  appeal  I  hav  •■  to 
say  that  it  gave  me  great  pain  when  I 
learned  that  Mr.  V.  had  been  arrested — 
that  is  I  was  pained  that  there  should 
have  seemed  to  have  been  a  necessity 
for  arresting  him,  and  that  It  will  afford 
me  great  pleasure  to  di.spharge  him  as 
soon  as  I  can  by  any  means  believe  the 
public  safety  will  not  suffer  by  it." 

Washingtok,  June  14. — The  Presi- 
dent under  date  of  the  12tli  has  replied 
to  the  letter  of  Erastus  Corning  and  oth- 
ers, who  were  officers  of  the  public  meet- 
ing held  at  Albany  on  the  16th  of  May, 
requesting  his  earnest  consideration  of 
the  resolutions  passed  on  that  occasion. 
The  resolutions,  they  s;iy,  promise  to 
support  him  in  every  coiisiituional  and 
lawful  measure  to  suppress  the  rebellion. 
He  has  not  knowingly  employed  nor 
shall  he  knowingly  employ  any  other. 
DifTering  from  the  mee'ing  that  certain 
military  arrests  and  proceedings  follow- 
ed them,  for  which  he  is  ultimately  re- 
sponsible, are  unconstitutional,  he  argues

How   llie  EiiKlista  treat  Rebels. '

In  the  just  published  fourth  volume  of 
Massey's  History  of  England  during  the 
reign  of  George   the   Third,  we  find  the  ] 
following  ftooount  of  the   way   in  which  j 
Irish   rebels   were   treated    by    the  En- 
glish Government  and  its  officers  : 

"  A  part  of  the  Mount  Kenedy  corps 
of  yeomanry  were,  on  an  autumn  night 
in  the  year  1798,  patrolling  the  villajjeof 
Delbary,  in  the  county  of  Wicklow. 
Two  or  three  of  the  party,  led  by  Whol 
laghan,  one  of  their  number,  entered  the 
cottage  of  a  laboring  man  named  Dogh- 
erty,  and  demanded  if  there  were  any  i 
bloody  rebels  there?  The  only  inmates 
of  the  cabin  were  Dogherty's  wife  and  a 
sick  lad,  her  son,  who  was  eating  his 
supper.  VVhollaghan  asked  her  if  the 
boy  was  Dogherty's  son  ;  and  being  told 
that  he  was,  '  Then,  you  dog,' said  VVhol- 
laghan, '  you  are  to  die  here'  '  I  tiope 
not,'  answered  the  poor  lad.  And  he 
prayed,  if  there  was  any  charge  against 
him,  to  be  taken  before  Mr.  Latouche,  a 
magistrate  in  iheneighboi  hood  of  known 
humanity  and  justice.  The  fellow  re- 
plied that  he  cared  nothing  for  Latouche 
and  raist>d  his  gun.  The  mother  entreat- 
ed him,  for  the  love  of  God  to  take  her 
life  instead  of  her  child's.  VVhollaghan, 
with  a  volley  of  abuse,  pulled  the- trij;- 
Cer  twice,  but  the  piece  missed  fire  His 
comrade  then  handed  him  another  pun, 
and  *.he  woman  rushed  at  the  muzzle  to 
shield  her  son.  In  the  struggle  the  piece 
went  off,  and  the  ball  broke  young  Dogli 
erty's  arm. 

When  the  boy  fell,  the  asisassin  left  the 
cabin;  but  Whollagnan  returned,  and 
seeing  the  lad  supported  by  his  mother, 
cried  out,  '  is  not  the  dtJg  dead  yet  ?'  '  O 
yes  sir,'  said  the  poor  womau,  *  he  is 
dead  enough.'  '  For  fear  he  is  not,'  said 
Whollaghan,  '  let  him  take  this.'  And 
with  a  deliberate  aim  he  fired,  a  fourth 
time,  and  Dogherty  dropped  dead  from 
his  mother's  arms. 

Wliollaghan  was  tried  for  murder,  not 
by  the  civil  tribunal,  as  he  should  have 
been,  but  by  court  martial.  The  fact-s 
were  not  disputed,  but  the  defense  was 
that  the  poor  boy  had  been  a  rebel,  and 
that  the  prisoner  wag  u  humane  and  loy- 
ai  subject.  That  the  Doghertys  were 
rebels  is  probable  enough  ;  as,  indeed,  it 
was  hardly  possible  that  a  Catholic  peas- 
ant should  have  been  anything  else.  But 
no  legal  evidence  of  the  fact  was  tender- 
ed, and  the  hearsay  which  was  .admitted 
was  about  as  credible  a"  the  Orangeman 
who  came  to  give  Whoflaghan  a  charac- 
ter for  humanity.  But  the  real  defense 
was  that  the  prisoner  and  his  companions 
had  been  sent  out  with  general  orders 
from  their  offiecr  to  shoot  ntiybody  tliev 
pleased.  The  Court  seemed  to  have  bet^n 
of  the  opinion  that  such  orders  were  nei- 
ther unusual  nor  unrea.*oiiable,  and  it  is 
difficult  to  collfct  from  their  finding  that 
they  thought  the  prisoner  had  been  guilty 
even  of  an  error  ii  judgment.  They 
found  '  that  the  prisoner  did  shoot  and 
kill  Thomas  Dogherty,  a  rebel  ;  but  do 
now  acquit  him  of  any  malicious  or  will- 
ful intention  of  murder.'  " 

Nothing  like  this  has  ever  occurred  in 
our  war.  The  rebels  have  committed 
atro<;ious  outrages  against  loyal  men  ; 
and  in  some  points  their  conduct  puts 
one  in  mind  of  the  barbarous  cruelties 
practiced  by  the  English  army  against 
the  Sepoys  ;  but  on  our  side,  not  oven  in 
the  heat  of  battle  have  such  murders  been 
committed  as  the  English  encouraged  in 
Ireland.

Not  long  ago  at  the  Royal  Pavilion  at 
Brighton,  England,  an  immense  crowd 
had  gathered  to  bear  a  concert  from  the 
Christy  troupe  of  negro  minstrels.

The  man  soon  became  strong  enough 
to  stand  ;  but  his  glance  was  a  vacant 
and  unmeaning  one.  To  all  questions 
he  simply  uttered  the  word  "  Andravi," 
and  pointed  with  tremulous  finger  to  the 
hight  from  whick  he  had  fiillen. 

"  He  is  either  a  mute,  a  lunatic  or  a 
simpleton,"  was  the  conclusion  of  his 
preservers.  "  Perchance  the  fall  has  un- 
shaken his  reason,  and  no  wonder,  ffut 
let  us  away,  as  we  may  need  aid  our- 
selves, for  the  sun  is  down." 

T..ifting  the  stranger  along  over  their 
still  dangeroii.s  road,  they  left  the  spot, 
and  ere  long  arrived  at  the  nearest  home 
among  the  mountains,  where  the  strang- 
er wiis  provided  with  refreshments  and  a 
coiTcb  by  the  humble  occupants;  .and  the 
others  separated  to  their  respective  resi- 
dences.

Yet  Andravi  was  treated  by  all  with  a 
certain  respect,  growing  out  of  the  sur- 
mise that  the  rich  dress  in  which  he  was 
found  indicated  that  he  must  have  been 
a  person  of  some  rank  and  riches  in  his 
own  country  ;  and  then  misfortune  when 
undeserved  always  appeals  to  the  human 
sympathy.

capes,  like  bis  looks  and  manner,  seemed 
unnatural  j   and    the   Idiot  of  the  Alps 
was  tbe  standing  theme  of  many  a  thrill-  ! 
ing  tale  of  mountain  life,  | 

Once  while  guiding  a  small   party  of; 
enthusiastic  tijurists  through   an    almost' 
inaccessible  and  seldom  attempted  region 
— while   the  travelers  were    felicitating 
themselves  up<jn  attaining  such  a  hight, ' 


and  beholding  its  sublimities-— a  lady  of 
the  party,  venturing  near  the  brink  of  a 
stupendous  glacier,  dropped  a  costly 
necklace  which  feJl  far  over  tbe  icy  and  1 
perpendicular  chasm  beneath.  Her  cry 
of  regret  was  heard  and  understood  by 
Andravi,  who  was  instantly  at  her  side, 
and  despite  the  urgent  rcmonstr.anccs  of 
all,  he  made  signs  that  he  would  descend 
and  recover  the  lost  article ;  and  fasten- 
ing one  end  of  a  cord  to  a  hunter's  pole 
he  bore,  and  which  he  buried  firmly  in 
the  ice  above,  he  rapidly  descended  the 
fearfiil  gulf. 

"  The  man  is  an  id</it,  and  we  are  idi 
ots  to  let  him  do  this  fool-hardy   feat !  " 
exclaimed  one,  as  they   breathlessly  gaz- 
ed on  their  guide's  descent. 

"Should  his  hands  fail  him  or  the  rope 
break,  he  would  be  l<jst, and  we  too;  for 
we  could  neither  advance  nor  retrace  our 
steps."

Guiding  the  travelers  safely  to  their 
next  point  of  destination,  and  receiving 
other  substantial  tokens  of  their  admira- 
tion, Andravi  returned  home  where  the 
fame  of  his  exploit  soon  followed  him — 
an  illustration  of  many  similar  acts  which 
during  the  ten  years  of  his  adventurous 
life  among  the  Alps,  madn  the  idiot's 
name  famous  among  the  mountaineers, 
and  himself  an  object  of  curio.sity  among 
travelers.

Beneath  a  snowy  clifT,  from  whose 
hoary  sides  a  series  of  many  mountain 
paths  was  visible,  night  not  having  add- 
ed to  the  terrors  of  the  tempest — Andra- 
vi took  bis  stand,  nor  bad  he  waited  long 


befi/re  he  saw  a  tnuffled  traveler  approadh 
toiiing  tbjough  the  snow  toward  bim. 

The  idiot  remained  motionless  and 
mute,  and  the  stranger  started  at  the 
statue-like  form  as  he  advanced,  and  an*

That  reason  had  returned  as  uncloud- 
ed as  ever,  and  now  while  retaining  tbe- 
advantage  acquired,  he  looked  into  the- 
face  of  his  prostrate  foe,  and  spoR«  to- 
him  in  tones  fearfiil  but  well  remember- 
ed!' 

"  Adrian  Lorretti,  behold  in  me  tbe 
friend  you  sought  to  murder.  This  is  I, 
Alonzo  Andravi !  Ay,  shrink,  murder- 
ous traitor,  for  this  is  your  death-hour, 
and  the  tomb  is  impatient  to  receive  you. 
What  had  I  done,  O,  falsest  of  friends, 
that  you  should  hurl  me  from  tbe  moun- 
tain pass  even  as  I  nriw  hurl  yon  ?  What 
from  me  but  too  much  kindness  had  you 
received  ?  what  but  wealth  and  fair  equal- 
ity of  companionship,  exhalting  you  as  I 
did  irtjiv  poverty  wnd  friendliness  ?  O, 
viper  !  how  \  treated  you,  how  I  trusted 
you,  to  find  on  that  last  journey  you 
meant  it  indeed  to  be  our  last.  What 
act  was  yours,  when  knowing-  yourself 
to  be  ray  heir,  no  kindred  living  to  dis- 
pute my  kindness,  you  hurled  me  as  you 
thought,  into  the  cold  abyss  of  death  ? 
Till  now  it  has  seemed  a  dream — both 
what  you  did  and  what  God  has  done 
for  me.  A  weight  since  then  has  been 
upon  my  1>raiu.  A  spell  has  bound  mo 
to  those  regions.  The  memory  of  all 
that  went  before  was  lost  to  me.  Stme- 
not — slave,  traitoi*,  child  f  Your  efTorts 
are  in  vain.  Die  f  Thus  I  fling  you  to 
the  death  you  designed  for  me. 

Even  as  he  spoke,  and  whilst  tho  first 
words  of  a  half  formed  prayer  wero  up- 
on the  lips  of  the  struggling 
Lorretti,  Andravi  loosened  bis  victim's 
hold  with  a  giant  blow  and  then  cast 
him  to  the  white  eternity  below. 

The  sharp  scream  of  the  falling  man 
ascended  to  the  ears  of  his  destroyer  for 
some  seconds  before  the  body  feel  upon 
the  icy  rocks  a  hundred  fathoms  down. 
Tbe  dull  sound  reached  Andravi's  bear- 
ing, and  self-avenged,  his  reason  restored, 
like  one  awaking  from  a  long  dream,  be 
turned  away  by  a  windinn  path,  and  was 
soon  at  his  mountain  home.
